People 
fare drownod and their bodios not re- 
covered ; boggars dio without kith or 
Kin; travellers dio in strango places 
and their burying placo is unknown to 
thoir distant ‘Tolations. 'To soothe the 
spirits of such, yearly fostivals are hol, 
‘at which largo’ sums aro expended i 
processions, paper monoy, clothes, and 
food. ‘Tho institution "datos back 
ouly a fow hundred years, having boon 
instituted, we are told, ‘by tho first 
‘Emperor of tho Bing dynasty, who had 
lost tho bodios of his fathor and mother 
and who, grioved at not being ablo to 
administer to their comfort, decreed 
that allhis subjoctsshould saorifico threo 
tines a your to the manes of thos 
whoso bitrial placos aro not known, 
‘Tho custom lins boon porpotuated and

and burn a portion of tho din at 
ovory cross—streot, road, path, alle 
bridge, jetty, and along the borders of 
tho river and canals, ‘They suppose 
that the dead who havo ni ono to 
sacrifice to them, are wandoring abont 
in a forlorn condition, like boggnrs, 
sooking for the moans of support and 
comfort.” ‘This care for tho wild spirits 
of tho world of darknors is only an 
off-shoot from the original stem of 
ancestral worship. Tho beggar spirits 
stand iu the samo relation to a mi 
icestral spirits, as tho beggars of 
world do to his living family.

“that each funily expends at least

‘Taking tho popnlation at 
400,000 and an avorage of five porson 
to cach family, wo have, therefore, 
80,000,000 families, und $120,000,000 
expended annually’ in ancestral wor- 
ship.” Adding to this sum the amount 
of public chnvitios, wo havo the onorm= 
ous sum £35,000,000 sterling,—hnif 
tho roronuo of Eugland—wasted annin- 
ally in obodionco to this superstition.
